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Council passes ordinance allowing 
revolving funds for salaries

Agawam Town Council voted Monday night to pass 
the third reading of an ordinance that would align 
Agawam’s town ordinances with state statutes, allow¬ 
ing revolving funds to be used to pay salaries. 

Three councilors, Robert Rossi, Robert Magovern, 
and Dennis Perry, voted against the ordinance and 
blasted Mayor Richard A. Cohen for proposing to use 
the ambulance and firefighter equipment revolving 
fund to pay salaries for two new personnel at the 
recently-approved Feeding Hills ambulance station. 

The opposing councilors questioned whether or 
not the ordinance technically passed the first reading 
since it passed with just seven votes. 

"I believe this is a money ordinance we have before 
us,” Rossi said. “It is my belief that it requires a two- 
thirds vote.” 

Council President Gina Letellier said she 
researched the issue and it is not considered a salary 
ordinance, but a revolving account ordinance. 

"It’s my opinion that it would need six votes to pass 
the third reading,” Ms. Letellier said. 

“I think it sets a very bad precedent to take money 
out of that account," said Magovern. 

Ms. Letellier and Councilor Anthony Bonavita said 
that even if the council voted down the ordinance, the 
Mayor could still use the account even wjthout coun¬ 
cil approval. 


“This ordinance is basically making our laws con¬ 
sistent with the state statute,” said Bonavita. “Right 
now, the mayor could use those funds without our 
vote.” 

“That thought process alludes me," said Rossi. “If 
he doesn’t need our blessing, why are we discussing 
this?" 

Magovern agreed. 

“I think the ordinance is set up fine just the way it 
is," said Magovern. “Just because the Mayor can do it 
on his own doesn’t mean the council should say okay 
and break the spirit of the law." 

Bonavita and Ms. Letellier stated that approving 
the ordinance is strictly approving to bring local laws 
up to date. 

“If a state statute makes certain allowances and 
our ordinance is not up to date, the state supercedes 
us,” said Bonavita. “It’s as if our ordinance does not 
exist." 

Cohen said he doesn’t know why the ordinance 
was questioned. 

“I truly don’t understand why councilors who fought 
to have an ambulance there are making every effort to 
destroy the process that allowed it to happen," Cohen 
said, adding, “I am pleased that the firefighters union, 
fire chief and myself were able to reach this agree¬ 
ment in the best interest of the community of 
Agawam."

involved could have held 1,000 passengers - only 266 
in total were on those planes that morning. 

I have to believe that God was on those planes, 
giving courage and strength to remain calm and to 
overtake the hijackers. 

I have to believe that God was creating obstacles 
for people working their way to the World Trade 
Center. There were, on average, 50,000 people in the 
towers; only some 20,000 had arrived on September 
11th.

I have to believe that God was present in the implo¬ 
sion of the towers. They should never have imploded 
but exploded, thereby causing thousands of addition¬ 
al deaths.

Melconian votes to 
protect smoking 
cessation programs 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce the Senate over¬ 
ride of a gubernatorial veto of $17 million in funding 
for tobacco prevention and smoking cessation pro¬ 
grams. 

“Massachusetts has been the most successful 
state in the union in helping people to quit smoking, ” 
said Melconian. “Crippling these programs is short¬ 
sighted and would only result in lost lives and 
increased health care costs in the future. 

“Since 1996, tobacco consumption in 
Massachusetts has decreased by 35 percent, four 
times the national average," she noted. “Smoking 
among eighth-graders has been reduced by 40 per¬ 
cent, and smoking among pregnant women has been 
cut in half. 

We are extremely proud of the great strides we 
have made in all of these areas. We refuse to allow 
these gains to be lost.” 

Smoking kills 10,200 Massachusetts citizens every 
year and results in $400 million annually in direct 
Medicaid costs to the state to care for sick smokers. 

Governor Jane Swift vetoed tobacco cessation 
funding as part of $270 million in vetoes to the fiscal 
year 2002 state budget. 

Because of this override, funding for these pro¬ 
grams will continue in spite of the gubernatorial veto.

Community Fire & Police Departments 
attend funeral services in NYC

Citizens of Agawam are aware of the excellence of 
our emergency responders, namely the Agawam 
Police, the Agawam Fire Department, and Agawam’s 
Emergency Medical Technicians. 

Within instants, they respond to an emergency, 
and Agawam citizens benefit because of the help 
these professionals bring and because of the peace 
of mind of knowing that they will respond. 

Police, firefighters, and EMTs can appreciate better 
than most the agonizing loss suffered when New York 
City police and firefighters died heroic deaths trying to 
save the lives of others on September 11th. 
Everywhere, police and firefighters waited to be 
called to help, and Agawam Police Chief Robert 
Campbell was ready to ask for volunteers as soon as 
a call came through. 

For Campbell, it was not until early November 
(approximately two months after the attacks on the 
World Trade Center Buildings) that the calls came. 
And just as quickly came the response. 

Campbell received a request from the 
Massachusetts Chapter of Concerns of Police 
Survivors (COPS), a group that administers Project 
Blue Light, an endeavor which raises funds by selling 
Yankee Candles. 

They had received a call from the New York 
Chapter of COPS, who were trying to organize trans¬ 
port in and out of “ Ground Zero.” New York City. 

Campbell told us, “The reason they called was that 
most of the Port Authority Police vehicles were 
destroyed in the Twin Towers collapse. They needed 
marked poiice vans to expedite transportation of sup¬ 
port personnel in and out of ‘Ground Zero.’ The fully- 
marked police vehicles made access a little quicker." 

Lieutenant Gary Nardi went to Campbell about the

A group of firefighters from the Agawam Fire 
Department joined fire and police departments from 
the surrounding communities of Chicopee, 
Springfield, West Springfield, and Holyoke to pay their 
respects to Eddie Rail, a New York City firefighter, 
who died in the line of duty on September 11th, at 
funeral services in NYC. 

The Agawam Advertiser News recently spoke with 
a few of the Agawam firefighters who saw the impact 
and felt the despair of the attrocities that took place on 
“a day that will never be forgotten.” 

When asked to describe what emotions were felt 
when these men went to “Ground Zero,” there was 
silence and sadness. 

BJ Calvi, an Agawam firefighter/paramedic, said, “It 
was a strange feeling. There was sadness, despair 
and emptiness. 

“Those are the words that come to mind. It was 
very sad being there,” Calvi said. "There were lots of 
emotions at the same time." 

Lieutenant Gene Mutti said, “There was a mix of 
emotions when we actually saw the site. It was very 
devastating and eerie...kind of like watching a scene 
from a science fiction movie." Mutti explained that the 
Agawam firefighters went to New York City to show 
support and respect to New York City firefighter Eddie 
Rail and other victims and their families. 

“A service was being held with members for the 
families of the victims,” Mutti said. “It was very mov¬ 
ing." 

“The devastation was all around you,” Calvi, who 
has been on the Agawam Fire department for seven 
years, s aid. Mutti, who has been a member of the 
Agawam Fire Department for 27 years, said, “It was 
very quiet. There was not much talking.” 

Calvi went on to say that everyone in New York City 
was thankful for the surrounding area firefighters and 
police for being there and paying their respects to the 
New York City Fire Department and the victims’ fami¬ 
lies. “The spirit of the environment at ‘Ground Zero’ 
was emotionally draining,” Calvi said. 


Rick Giordano, an Agawam firefighter for 17 years, 
told us, “When we walked on the scene, it was a very 
somber feeling. It gave us a reality of what our job is. 
At any time, we can face a disaster.” 

Calvi agreed with Giordano about how going to 
"Ground Zero” was a reality of what a firefighter’s job 
is all about. “We lay our lives on the line every day,” 
Calvi said. Mutti said the firefighters who attended the 
service on November 14th included Ray Pond, BJ 
Calvi, Lieutenant Alan Boissonneault, Brain Keefe, 
Jim Lancour, Scott Barker, Rick Giordano, Jim Cook, 
Don Wells, Lieutenant Kenneth Avondo, Steve 
Ceccaizini, and Tony Albano. 

The decision to attend the service was strictly vol¬ 
unteer. “Some of the firefighters who attended the 
service (on November 14th) had been there before for 
other funeral services,” Mutti said. The surrounding 
area fire and police departments all went to New York 
City on three buses that District 3 of the Professional 
Firefighters of Massachusetts (PFFM) supplied. 

When asked what the organization of the rescue 
team was like at “Ground Zero,” Mutti said it was very

request. Nardi took charge of the detail, put up a sign¬ 
up sheet for volunteers, and in just a few hours, the 
sheet was full. Campbell noted that he had “guys lin¬ 
ing up at my door... hoping to get a chance to go help 
out.” 

Several of the 10 Agawam Police who made the trip 
agreed to talk to us about the experience. 

Patrolman Mark Ceccarini described “Ground Zero" 
as a “battlefield.” He continued, “We went to Port 
Authority Command Center. There were different 
police for different areas.” 

Patrolman Robert Marsh said, “I was shocked. The 
pictures don’t do it justice. We were standing about 
100 yards from the rubble. To get there, they checked 
us at five checkpoints.” 

Patrolman Ronald J. Brown said, “I was surprised 
at the amount of progress they’ve accomplished in 
such a short time, though. They are very well-organ¬ 
ized.” 

Brown also commented on the five checkpoints. 
“First, they gave us badges. Then we went to a wait¬ 
ing area where someone would come and assign us 
to the areas where we were needed." 

Marsh added, “We have a seven-passenger police

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well organized, “...down to a science. There was 
nobody who was specifically in charge of the area 
communities who went to ‘Ground zero.’ It was a team 
effort to show respect.” 

Calvi agreed that the organization appeared to be 
well organized. Before any of the firefighters or police¬ 
men could go to “Ground Zero,” they had to go 
through “check points.” 

“They had sectioned off certain areas near 
“Ground Zero,’” Mutti said. “If you weren’t part of the 
fire or police department or family members of the vic¬ 
tims, you didn’t have access to “Ground Zero.’" 

The “check points” were set up to limit the civilians 
and the general public was not allowed, Calvi added. 
Agawam Firefighters attended the funeral services 
“to show our support,” Calvi said. “They have a tight 
brotherhood in New York City and we wanted to pay 
our respects as well," Giordano added. 

There is brotherhood all over this country that has 
pulled together to lend their support, as a result of the 
tragedies, Calvi explained. Going to "Ground Zero” 
was a very “sobering" experience as to what can hap¬ 
pen, according to Calvi. 

"On the average, 100 firefighters in the United 
States die in the line of duty each year,” Calvi said. 
“On September 11th, 343 firefighters died in a matter 
of seconds.” 

Mutti, Giordano, and Calvi all agreed that they 
were proud to be firefighters and glad to a part of the 
brotherhood. 

Calvi said there are funeral services taking place in 
New York City every week and they are scheduled to 
take place indefinitely. 

“It is very possible the Agawam Fire Department 
will attend more funeral services in the future. If we 
have another chance to go, we will attend more serv¬ 
ices to show our continued support,” Calvi concluded. 

New memorial 
section to be opened 
in Vets’ Cemetery 

Director Robert McKean is pleased to announce 
the creation of a memorial section in the 
Massachusetts Veterans' Memorial Cemetery in 
Agawam.

Joshua Lighteap 
returns from tour 
of duty in Arctic 

Petty Officer Machinist Technician 2nd Class 
Joshua Lighteap, a 1996 graduate of Agawam High 
School, recently returned from a highly successful, 
192-day-long maiden scientific voyage to the Eastern 
Arctic on the United States Coast Guard Cutter 
HEALY, the nation’s largest and most technologically 
advanced icebreaker. 

Lighteap was part of a crew that departed on the 
HEALY on June 12, 2001 and made port calls in 
Costa Rica, United Kingdom, Norway and Spain. This 
was the second deployment on the HEALY for 
Lighteap, who joined the Coast Guard in 1997. During 
the mission, HEALY spent nearly three months in the 
Arctic Ice Pack in addition to becoming only the sec¬ 
ond U.S. surface ship to reach the North Pole. 

Throughout the course of the deployment, HEALY 
steamed nearly 30,000 nautical miles. During the first 
phase of the mission, HEALY accomplished an 
unprecedented 101 dredges of the Gakkel Ridge, 
recovering over eight tons of samples from the ocean 
floor. The second phase of the mission focused on 
supporting the test and evaluation of an Autonomous 
Underwater Vehicle (AUV), which may represent a 
key element of future underwater exploration in the 
Arctic region. The results from the experiments con¬ 
ducted during the second phase provided valuable 
information to scientists about the composition of the 
Atlantic Layer that feeds the Arctic Ocean, as well as 
validating the feasibility of AUV operations in the 
Polar regions. 

Lighteap is the son the Thomas and Ellen Lighteap 
of Feeding Hills. 

HEALY will remain in her homeport of Seattle until 
the spring of 2002, at which time she will sail for 
another extended deployment to the western Arctic.

Agawam resident juggles 
two careers: real estate 
and bodybuilding

Many people in Agawam probably know Barry 
Boccasile as a musician first, a body-builder second, 
and also as vice president of Coldwell Banker Keenan 
& Molta Associates in Agawam, according to the 
Agawam High graduate. 

“I was a musician first and I taught private lessons 
for a while, then in 1985 I did my first bodybuilding 
show at the New England Regionals, where I won and 
qualified for national competitions,” Boccasile said. 

In 1986, Boccasile placed fourth in the Mr. America 
Contest in Niagara Falls. Then in 1987, he placed 
sixth in another Mr. America Contest. After competing 
in 1987, Boccasile retired from bodybuilding for a

while to pursue real estate. 

“In 1988, I joined Molta Real Estate and over the 
last 14 years, the company grew and now it is the 
number two real estate company in Western 
Massachusetts," Boccasile said. 


“In 1991, we obtained a broker’s license and expand¬ 
ed the company to Agawam, and from there the com¬ 
pany continued to grow.” 

The regional west office is located on Main Street 


and at Gold’s Gym in West Springfield. 

Boccasile decided to start bodybuilding as a hobby 
and then it escalated from there, when his trainer at 
Big Daddy’s Gym suggested he participate in body-

started in 1988 when the company was known as 
Molta Real Estate. In 1995, it became known as its 
present name. 

“In 1988, Bob Molta, Peggy Lis, and myself started 
the real estate business in Southwick,” Boccasile said. 


Longmeadow office is the regional east office with a 
Wilbraham satellite. Boccasile said he started training 
to be a body-builder in 1984 at Big Daddy’s Gym in 
Springfield, near the X. 

He currently trains at Fitness First in Feeding Hills 


After training with someone for several years, 
Boccasile decided to train himself. 

Boccasile was out of competitions for 14 years until

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this past May, when he won the Master’s New 
England Championship. 

The Master’s New England Championship was 
held at the Berkley Performance Center in Boston on 
May 6th. 

When Boccasile won this contest, it enabled him to 
compete in the National Championships that will be 
held in July 2002 in Pittsburgh. 

“It was a challenge winning the Master’s New 
England Championship," Boccasile said. “Now I have 
the opportunity to compete against over 100 other 
competitors in the country this summer. My goal is to 
win this summer and I am looking forward to the 
national competition!" Boccasile said. 

Prior to being vice president of Coldwell Banker 
and Keenan & Molta Associates, Boccasile taught 
percussion to private individuals in the local area from 
the grade school level through college. 

After graduating from Agawam High School, 
Boccasile attended Berkley Music School in Boston, 
where he first received his teaching certificate. Then 
he said he “went on the road” to play and perform 
music. After being “on the road” for some time, 
Boccasile started bodybuilding and then received his 
real estate license. 

“I am currently training for the national competition 
in July and training all the time in real estate,” 
Boccasile said. "Training is a constant learning expe¬ 
rience.” Boccasile is a lifelong resident of Agawam. 

“My mom was my inspiration for training to win the 
Master’s New England Championship this past May,” 
Boccasile said. “She passed away on May 2nd and I 
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had to compete on May 6th. I made the decision to 
compete after she died because she wanted me to 
complete something that I had started to train for. She 
was very supportive.” 

When Boccasile won his last competition, he said 
out of seven judges, he placed number one in three 
categories. 

“Bodybuilding is based on training, working out 
regularly, maintaining a strict diet, getting rest, and 
staying organized,” Boccasile said. 

“In the ‘off season’ of training (which is eight 
months prior to a competition through 12 weeks 
before a competition), my diet includes eating 5,500- 
6,000 calories per day to put on muscle weight,” 
Boccasile explained. 

“During the 12-14 weeks before a competition, I 
gradually reduce my calories and step up on aerobics 
training,” Boccasile noted. "Four weeks before a com¬ 
petition, I train daily. “ 

In the “off season," Boccasile’s body weight is usu¬ 
ally about 250 pounds and when he competes in 
heavyweight competitions, his weight drops to 
between 220-225 pounds. 

“When you compete on stage, you need to be 
defined on balance and shape,” Boccasile said. "You 
are judged on definition and in order to see that, you 
must rid yourself of body fat with a four to five body fat 
percentage. I probably lose about 30 pounds from the 
time of my ‘off season’ until the time I compete,” 
Boccasile added. 

He added, “The last 12 weeks before a competition 
is the most difficult.” He stressed the importance of 
good nutrition and said he eats lots of chicken, fish, 
egg whites, rice, vegetables, pasta, and fruit.

“I try to stay away from fats, like butter and 
cheese,” Boccasile said. "I also drink a lot of water 
and juices." 

Boccasile said he mostly enjoys the competitive 
aspect of bodybuilding. 

"I am a very competitive person and goal oriented. 

I constantly need a challenge." 

Boccasile said he dislikes the lack of knowledge or 
perception that people have of bodybuilding, as well 
as the science of the sport. 

"I think that most people should focus on their 
goals,” Boccasile stated. “For me, I need to focus on 
goals that I think are out of my reach and accomplish 
something in the end that may have seemed impossi¬ 
ble to begin with." 

According to him, the national competition is a big 
deal. “It’s a big show and I will be competing against 
all the best body-builders in the country who are over 
40 years old,” Boccasile said. “If I win, there will be 
many endorsements and this competition is extreme¬ 
ly popular and publicized. I am going to the Nationals 
to win! If I don’t win, I will try again next year and if I 
do win, I will be considered a Pro-Card Professional 
Athlete.” 

The one thing that puts Boccasile in a category of 
his own is the fact that he works full-time in real 
estate, as well as trains and competes as a body¬ 
builder. 

“I train after work and I eat between five to six 
meals per day,” Boccasile said. "I am competing 
against other body-builders who do bodybuilding sole¬ 
ly as their main profession. It is a constant challenge 
to be a body-builder because of my job in real estate."

A Season Of Renewal 

Those who wait on the Lord shall renew their strength. —Isaiah 40:31 

A survey showed that 84 percent of people in the United States want a less 
materialistic holiday season. I suspect the same is true of people in many 
other countries. But when all roads seem to lead to the shopping malls, what 
is the pathway toward a more spiritual and meaningful celebration of Christ's 
birth? 

Some church leaders are suggesting that we put more attention on the 
observance of Advent, the 4-week period before Christmas. Instead of filling 
those days with activity and ending up physically and spiritually depleted, we 
need to recall that "those who wait on the Lord shall renew their strength;

The Christmas story is 
a story about people 

Just about everybody is familiar with the Christmas 

story. This is how the birth of Jesus Christ came 
about: His mother Mary was pledged to be mar¬ 
ried to Joseph, but before they came together, she 
was found to be with child through the Holy Spirit. 
Because Joseph her husband was a righteous 
man and did not want to expose her to public dis¬ 
grace, he had in mind to divorce her quietly. But 
after he had Considered this, an angel of the Lord 
appeared to him in a dream and said, “Joseph, 
son of David, do not be afraid to take Mary home 
as your wife, because what is conceived in her is 
from the Holy Spirit. She will give birth to a Son, 
and you are to give Him the name Jesus, because 
He will save His people from their sins. ” All this 
took place to fulfill what the Lord had said through 
the prophet: “The virgin will be with child and will 
give birth to a son, and they will call him 
Immanuel” - which means, "God with us.” When 
Joseph woke up, he did what the angel of the Lord 
had commanded him, and took Mary home as his 
wife. But he had no union with her until she gave 
birth to a Son. And he gave Him the name Jesus. 

There is a danger that some people might come to 
think of the Christmas story as something of a fairy 
tale. The Christmas story might wind up being thought 
of as being like Santa Claus or the Easter Bunny. Fun. 
Myth. Meaningless. In reality, the Christmas story is 
about real people. 

Chances are, Mary and Joseph would have 
declined, ever so politely, the roles which were offered 
to them, had they had an opportunity to do so. The 
original Christmas story was not a lovely play con¬ 
ducted in a warm church building, it was an earthy 
and raw event filled with intrigue and risk. 

Young Mary, most likely just a teenager and about 
to climb out onto the stage of adult life, finds herself in 
a terribly awkward situation. Joseph, possibly young 
himself, but we really don’t know, wants to do the right 
thing, but then becomes confused as to what the right 
thing to do is. Not only was the situation out of control 
as far as Mary and Joseph were concerned, but they 


probably received little or no support from their fami¬ 
lies and friends. 

The Christmas story is about a real baby. The baby 
grew up like other children, in a home and some kind 
of a neighborhood. In some ways, He grew up like any 
other child would. In other ways, the fact that He was 
not ordinary probably had an impact on Him. Because 
He was without sin, He did not fit in with the bad 
kids. Because God did not send His Son into the 
world to condemn the world, and He would have 
refused to be self-righteous, He did not fit in with the 
smug, self-congratulatory people either. Jesus under¬ 
stood what it feels like to be misunderstood. 

While the Christmas story is indeed a saga about 
people, that's not all it is. The baby, Jesus, is fully 
human. But that’s not all He is. He is also fully God. 
One of the many things which sets the Christian faith 
apart from all other religions is that God decided to 
become one of us. The Bible says, when the time 
had fully come, God sent His Son, born of a 
woman, born under law, to redeem those under 
law, that we might receive the full rights of sons 
and daughters. 

There are several reasons God decided to become 
one of us. One reason was to fully reveal Himself to 
us. The Book of Hebrews tells us, the Son is the 
exact radiance of God’s glory and the exact repre¬ 
sentation of His being. The Gospel of John says, in 
the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. The Word 
became flesh and made His dwelling among us. 
We have seen His glory, the glory of the One and 
Only, who came from the Father, full of grace and 
truth. 

Another reason that God decided to become one of 
us was to more completely identify Himself with us. 

For we do not have a high priest who is unable to 
sympathize with our weaknesses, but we have 
one who has been tempted in every way, just as 
we are - yet was without sin. Because He Himself 
suffered when He was tempted, He is able to help 
those who are being tempted. Let us then 
approach the throne of grace with confidence, so 
that we may receive mercy and find grace to help 
us in our time of need. 

We have come to realize that we shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised that the Christmas story is a story about peo¬ 
ple. But the Christmas story isn’t over yet. There are 
still more chapters to be written, and more people to 
include. You see, God wants each of us to be part of 
the wonderful Christmas story, too.

Local martial arts center offers 
martial arts classes and more

Shugart’s Martial Arts Training Center on 

Springfield Street (across from Agawam Police 
Headquarters) in Feeding Hills specializes in tae 
kwon-do and kardio kickboxing and according to 
owner and Master Ray Shugart, "There is something 
for everyone’’ at his establishment. 

When you walk into Shugart’s Martial Arts 
Training Center, you immediately receive a sense of 
discipline, respect, and hard work. You see first-hand 
the experience and different places that Shugart and 
his students traveled all over the world with many pic¬ 
tures and articles about the business. 

The establishment is a large building that Shugart- 
said has been renovated to make more room for 
classes. With its new space, there are two floors and 
a TV room/Pro Shop so that parents and visitors can 
watch the classes taking place at any given time, as 
well as purchase clothes and equipment. 

Shugart’s Martial Arts Center is a busy place that 
instructs 75-100 students per night, six days a week. 

Shugart, who is a fifth degree black belt and a five¬ 
time national team manager, said there are many 
classes offered to children through adults, in addition 
to tae kwon-do and kickboxing. These include self - 
defense, weapons class, and sparring classes. 

Shugart instructs many classes and his wife, 
Christine, who is a third degree black belt, also 
instructs classes, along with approximately 25 other 
black belt instructors. 

“I have been at this location for 12 year now," 
Shugart said. “I broke away from my own instructor 
four years ago and since then, I have remained active 
in building this establishment.” 

Since breaking away from his instructor, Shugart 
has joined the American Athlete Union (AAU), which is 
a national organization for martial arts. “In September, 

I became the state director of the AAU for 
Massachusetts and I am also on the examining 
board,” Shugart said. 

Shugart has over 30 years of teaching experience 
and has traveled to China, Japan, Korea and many 
other countries all over the world. 

Most recently, Shugart was awarded the New 
England Athlete Award on November 17th for taking 
first place in a black belt competition and winning the 
most points. 


He is proud of all the places he has had the oppor¬ 
tunity to travel to and proud of all the awards, trophies 
and medals he has received throughout his career in 
martial arts. 

“I will be taking some of my students to North 
Carolina for the National Championships in June and 
to Tennessee for the Junior Olympics in August,” 
Shugart said. “ It is part of my curriculum to travel with 
my students and I have had students who have 
returned with gold and bronze metals and I have pro¬ 
moted over 80 black belts. 

In addition to teaching in Feeding Hills, Shugart 
also has taught in Worcester, Longmeadow and at 
Holyoke Community College. 

Shugart explained that his involvement in martial 
arts began at an age when he was picked on in 
school. As a result, he wanted to learn how to protect 
himself. Shugart trained the martial arts while he was 
in the military as well as with an instructor for 26 years 
in Connecticut. 

“I continued to take classes as the years went by 
and then I started teaching in my cellar in the 1980’s 
and I expanded : from there,” Shugart said. 

After teaching martial arts in his cellar for a while, 
Shugart moved to the Italian Club on Cooper Street in

Agawam and then eventually moved to his present 
location.

To order your credit report, contact one or all of the 
agencies above. The information will cost no more 
than $8 from each one. Residents of Colorado, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, New Jersey, and Vermont 
all get one free copy of the report each year. 

You are entitled to a free copy in all 50 states if your 
application for credit has been turned down, are on 
welfare or unemployed, or were a victim of credit card 
fraud. 

Financial specialists advise the average consumer 
to view their credit report yearly for any inaccuracies 
or omissions - especially if you are shopping for a 
major purchase or just need peace of mind.

' Many persons who don’t drink alcohol will find 
themselves taking a drink while partying during the 
holidays,” said Phil Day, program manager of clinical, 
residential, and outpatient services for Alcoholism and 
Drug Services of Baystate Medical Center in 
Springfield. 

Day said that in order to keep your holidays safe 
while at a party, you should not drink more than one 
alcoholic beverage an hour, and should not drink at all 
if you are driving. 

He reminded party-goers that being “sociable” 
doesn’t mean you have to drink alcohol. 

"There are plenty of alternatives to alcohol. Order a 
non-alcoholic beer or non-alcoholic sparkling cham¬ 
pagne, a cola with a twist of lime, or even a healthy 
cranberry juice with a twist of lime," he said. 

If you do choose to drink while at a party, make 
sure you eat something beforehand, Day warned. 

“Alcohol is absorbed into the bloodstream at a 
much higher rate when you have an empty stomach,” 
he added.

House passes bill to provide 
chiropractic to veterans

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A merry movie Christmas (part 2) 


Here’s the second part to last week’s article sug¬ 
gesting even more festive films. 

* “Dr. Seuss’ How the Grinch Stole Christmas”: 
2000. Rated PG-13. 

Director Ron Howard brings the classic Dr.Seuss 
cartoon and book to life in this lavish production star¬ 
ring none other than Jim Carrey as the miserable 
Christmas-hater, the Grinch. 

My first question before the film even began was 
how could they turn a mere half-hour cartoon into a 
feature-length film? The answer to this question was 
apparent during the first act of the picture ... adding 
addtional content and scenes not present in the clas¬ 
sic cartoon. This is not a bad thing, however. As with 
any live-action film of this type that has its roots firmly 
embedded in filmdom as a cartoon, character devel¬ 
opment must occur. These extra scenes perform this 
task beautifully and creatively while remaining faithful 
to the fundamental storyline. 

Carrey is excellent in the title role, as many would 
expect him to be. Jeffrey Tambor also delivers a fine 
performance as Mayor Maywho of Whoville. So, with 
casting scoring high marks (as well as set design and 
visual effects being superb), what could possibly go 
wrong with this film. The answer... content and sub¬ 
ject matter. 

First off, the film is clearly geared and was exten¬ 
sively marketed to children. Bearing that in mind, 
when I see several examples of needless and crude 
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ADULT humor, I have to question what made Howard 
think that kids should be exposed to such content. 
There are even a few scattered moments of sexual 
innuendo that are completely out of place in this pic¬ 
ture. For this reason, I warn parents to watch this with 
their children while I simultaneously bash Howard for 
his apparent lack of responsibility to the audience 
segment he surely knew this film would attract... our 
children. 

Other than the inclusion of this needless and taste¬ 
less humor, this film scores high marks. Set design 
was remarkable, as was the incredible makeup 
throughout the picture. The soundtrack is also great, 
especially Carrey’s rendition of “You’re A Mean One, 
Mr. Grinch.” 

I know most fellow reviewers raved about this pic¬ 
ture and made no mention of the child-inappropriate 
humor, but as you know by now folks, I tell it like it is 
and have no interest in bandwagon-jumping. Parents, 
bear in mind that the new special edition DVD actual¬ 
ly has a misprint on the package ... it rates the film as 
PG when, in actuality, it is rated PG-13 by the MPAA. 
Adults will enjoy the film thoroughly, but due to the 
aforementioned humor content, kids by themselves 
shouldn’t touch this one ... not even with a 39-1/2 foot 
pole! 3 STARS. 

* “A Christmas Story”: 1983. Rated PG. 

Here is a contemporary holiday charmer. Peter 
Billingsly stars as Ralphie, a young boy who yearns 
for a Daisy bee-bee rifle for Christmas. He quickly 
becomes obsessed with getting the gun in spite of his 
mother’s constant warning that he will shoot his eye 
out with it. 

This picture is based, at least in part, on Jean 
Shepherd’s childhood memoirs about Christmas in 
the 1940s as they appeared in his humorous book, “In 
God We Trust... All Others Pay Cash!" 

Shepherd narrates the tale in the first person as an 
adult, with Billingsly playing him in youth. (Shepherd 


himself even makes an unbilled cameo appearance 
as a department store customer.) Veteran character 
actor Darren McGavin also delivers a memorable per¬ 
formance as Ralphie’s abrasive father. There is also 
plenty of wry humor that is sure to be a hit with adults 
and children alike. 

In spite of its holiday flavor, this is probably the 
most overlooked Christmas film at the video store. For 
this reason alone, I recommend it as worthy of your 
attention. But be careful - it just might become an 
annual screening event in your house! 4 STARS. 

* “Rudolph the Red-Nosed Reindeer”: 1964. Not 
rated. 

What holiday article would be complete without 
Rudolph? The tale recounts the events just as they 
are heard in the timeless Christmas carol, using the 
impressive filmmaking technique known as “clayma- 
tion" (the use of clay sculptures for animating). 

What makes this film so special to most of us are 
the abudance of childhood memories about 
Christmastime that the film evokes. We remember lis¬ 
tening to Burl Ives narrate and sing the classic tunes, 
and watching the marvelous dircetion of Larry Roemer 
and Arthur Rankin, Jr. as they team to bring the char¬ 
acters to life. The use of facial expressions, dialogue, 
and color are utilized perfectly to bring the characters 
to life, thus making it a treat for kids of all ages. 

So relive your childhood with your own children and 
watch their faces light up as the story unfolds. After all, 
like Rudolph himself, this masterpiece has gone down 
in history! 5 STARS.

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AHS girls’ hoop steps into fray 
with 58-55 upset over ELM

Confidence means a lot in whatever one does. 

So it was a big confidence builder for the Agawam 
High Brownie girls when they invaded enemy territory 
on Tuesday evening (December 18th) and handed 
number-one “Fab Five” ranked East Longmeadow a 
58-55 upset loss. 

“We dedicated two of our practices last week just 
for this game. We focused on their players and what 
they do well. We were more than totally prepared for 
this one. Everyone stepped up,” Agawam Coach 
Bronwyn Monahan told us. 

Agawam would go to 2-1 in the non-league game. 
East Longmeadow also went to 2-1. 

AHS also served notice that this year’s team is 
capable of scoring lots of points (something that's 
been missing the last few years). 

Agawam, pressing slightly on defense and taking 
the good look when it had the ball, went up 7-3 with 
3:40 off the clock. The Spartans also used a press 
and a zone; however, while taking the ball up deliber¬ 
ately on offense, they seemed slightly tentative in the 
early going. With 4:36 gone, Agawam was 3-7 from 
the field. East Longmeadow was 2-9. 

The Spartans took an 11-9 lead on a trey at 10:25. 
A Brownie turnover was followed by a deuce off an 
offensive rebound, and the hosts went up, 13-9. 

The Brownies battled back. Two three-point bombs 
by freshman Elise Davilli (who stepped up big-time in 
this one -17 points) tied things at 21 with 5:36 left. 

A Spartan turnover and a Kristin Strole hoop (14 
points total), because of \t, gave the Brownies a 23-21 
lead with 4:10 remaining. At that point, Agawam had 
vastly improved its shooting performance to 10-20. 
East Longmeadow was 9-24 from the field. 

Strangely enough, both teams - completely capa¬ 
ble of playing high-powered, up-tempo hoop - seemed 
to be a beat short. A deuce by Strole off another 
Spartan turnover had the Brownies leading 29-23 with 
under three minutes to play in the first half. 

A three from ELM ace Ashley Pelzek made it 29-26 


half), plus another Taylor pop from the foul line, made 
it 39-26 Agawam with 2:18 off the clock. 

With 3:27 gone, Agawam was 3-6. The Spartans 
were working on a 0-9 bagel. They finally hit one and 
got a free throw on top of it. Another ELM charity shot 
made it 39-30 Agawam at 11:30. 

Shea dropped a deuce. East Longmeadow 
answered with two of their own, as play was still 
slightly slow. Both teams seemed content to bring it up 
and set up for the shot rather than force things on 
offense. Agawam led, 41-32. 

With 9:55 left, the Brownies were 4-11 in the field 
goal department. ELM was 3-13. A Spartans’ trey was 
answered by two from sophomore Meghan Kelly. 
Kelly was a huge defensive force in the second half. 
She ended with a career-high 13 boards. 

The Brownies committed a turnover, which led to a 
basket and a foul, translating into three East 
Longmeadow points. A Spartans’ deuce with 8:19 to 
play saw the Brownie lead shrink to 45-40. 

However, an Agawam 9-3 run topped off by a 
Davilli trey saw them get comfortable again, 52-43 
with 5:45 to play. 

ELM fought back. And with 3:28 remaining, they 
only trailed 54-50. They drained another three-pointer, 
followed by a deuce, and suddenly the Brownie lead 
was 56-55. That 12-point run (answered by only four 
from the Agawam offense) had the locals squirming in 
their seats now. 

However, a Spartan turnover led to a deuce from 
Davilli, who had another great look at the hoop. And it 
was 58-55 Agawam with 39 ticks left on the clock. 

Agawam had the ball and Monahan sent Taylor, 
Shea, Davilli, Kelly, and Strole (a rock-solid, all- 
around game) out for the stretch run. The Spartans 
called up a big-time press, which led to a foul on Shea 
with four seconds left. 

It would be the only time during the entire game 
that Agawam would get to the line. Agawam missed 
the one and one, giving East Longmeadow one last 


Agawam at 1:26. Agawam then went on a 4-0 run to 
close out the half with a 33-26 lead. 

Perhaps the story of the first 16 minutes was East 
Longmeadow’s nine offensive boards to only a couple 
for Agawam. That pressure offset the Spartans’ seven 
turnovers, which the Brownies converted for six 
important points. 

If the Brownies had controlled the defensive 
boards, they might have enjoyed a double-digit half¬ 
time lead, although it should be noted that ELM cen¬ 
ter Liz Ryan is a full load under the glass.

Strong effort sees 
Brownies skate 
past West Side, 3-1

Before their game against arch-rival West 
Springfield High last Saturday afternoon (December 
15 th), Agawam High hockey Coach John Cirelli talked 
about the team’s opening-game tie against East 
Longmeadow. We figured there would be plenty of 
time to talk about the upcoming contest against West 
Side, the defending Western Mass. Division III 
champs. 

As we left his office up at Cyr Arena, Cirelli smiled 
and said, "Come back and see me after we beat West 
Springfield.” 

I kid you not. Those were his exact words. 

Agawam won, 3-1, in a Berry Division battle. AHS 
hockey hasn’t beaten West Side much in recent 
times. You gotta like a guy who puts his money where 
his mouth is! 

The Brownies played with the same confidence 
displayed by their coach. They started a front line of 
John Tisdell and Jeremy Malanson, centered by Nick 
DePalma. Chris Nyman and Ben Crum were on 
defense. 

Both teams started out in high gear and never 
shifted any lower. Early on, Agawam kept up the pres¬ 
sure, with DePalma and Mike Kosinski leading the 
drive to keep the puck in the Terriers’ zone. Jeff 
Trauschke helped out by hitting anyone in a blue uni¬ 
form. Agawam had several chances, but all went just 
wide of the West Side net. 

West Side finally cleared the puck and cooked up 
some pressure of its own. Junior Ryan Zaczynski (in 
goal for this one) made a nice save with 3:15 gone. 
The junior veteran would stop 19 shots in all. "Ryan 
was focused,” Cirelli said afterwards. 

Tisdell had a chance 20 seconds later from the 
middle, 30 feet out. His shot was between the posts 
but just a little high. 

Both teams were playing even-up hockey with four 
minutes gone. Agawam attacked, led by Kosinski and 
Justin Vanasse. West Side sucked it up and came 
right back. Dan Mancini, Matt Pereira, and Steve 
Lynch skated the puck into the Terriers’ zone. It was 
end-to-end hockey at its best. 

Both clubs were also playing excellent defense. 
Crum, Vanasse, and Kyle Gendron were backcheck- 
ing well. The defensive effort led to the first Brownie 
goal. 

After a melee in the Brownies’ zone (taken care of 
by the defenders), the puck was head-manned to 
John Tisdell on the right wing at center ice. The junior 
drove in and shot from the right point. The Terriers’ 
goalie, Matt Bocchino, made the save but couldn’t 
control the puck. It came out in front on the deflection. 

Malanson was there for a touch. DePalma, trailing 
the play, then got a stick on it and flipped a wrist shot 
over Bocchio’s glove with 5:33 left for a 1-0 Agawam 
lead.

No doubt their 
coach, Gil Doe, had read them the riot act during the 
break. They tested Zaczynski from the left point with 
1:25 gone. He made the save. For the next minute, 
the Terriers swarmed the Agawam zone. The defense 
was up to it. 

"They played a phenomenal game from start to fin¬ 
ish. All of our kids did," Cirelli said later. 

For most of the first five minutes of the second peri¬ 
od, West Side had the better of it. Only a couple of 
outstanding saves by Zaczynski and more good “D” 
led by Tisdell, Kosinski, and Steve Lynch kept things 
in hand. 

Agawam had its initial power play at the 7:25 mark. 
Gendron, Jason Callahan, DePalma, Tisdell, and 
Malanson got the call. 

They had one good opportunity - a big slap shot 
from 30 feet out in front by Gendron. A nice save by 
Bocchino defused the threat and West Side killed the 
penalty. 

The Terriers wasted no time getting back in the 
saddle. They shot on Zaczynski with 7:20 left. He had 
some help from Callahan - a deflection on a right-point 
drive. Thirty seconds later, Zaczynski kicked another 
hard shot out of harm’s way. 

With their attention riveted on the offensive 
onslaught, the Terriers’ defense got caught a little too 
far up ice. Trauschke took advantage and skated in 
alone, beating Bocchino to the glove side from 10 feet 
in front with 6:42 remaining. The goal made it 2-0, 
Agawam. The assists were credited to Mancini and 
Ryan McGuire. 

Agawam got its third penalty of the game with 5:50 
left. Mike Peetros, DePalma, Tisdell, and Gendron 
went out to kill it. They were working hard and doing 
the job when Gendron was leveled in the left corner 
on a hard, but basically cheap shot. The Terrier 
received a four-minute major, thus evening up the 
sides. 

The Agawam penalty was over with 2:20 left. But 
because of the major, Agawam now had the man 
advantage and it paid off with a power play goal by 
Kosinski (with an assist from Chris Roy) with 2:31 left. 

They went into the second intermission with the 
Brownies in control, 3-0. The second period saw the 
Brownies with four shots on net. West Side managed 
six. 

DePalma, flanked by Tisdell and Malanson, with

net, started the final 15 minutes. 

The Terriers have not been the Division III Western 
Mass, champions for the past two seasons without 
remembering where the bone is buried. Thirty-two 
seconds into the period, they scored out of a melee in 
front, cutting the Brownie lead to 3-1. 

“Bobby (assistant Coach Bob Martin) said the per¬ 
fect thing to the kids during the break - ‘weather the 
first five minutes.’ We did, and things went back our 
way," Cirelli said. 

Agawam was all over the Terriers' net with 10 min¬ 
utes to play. They had three straight testing shots on 
Bocchino. The first stunned him slightly and he 
momentarily lost sight of the puck. However, his 
defense was there for him and they finally cleared the 
zone. 

The Brownies were back seconds later, led by 
DePalma and Crum (who just missed an open left cor¬ 
ner by a foot). DePalma found room in front and was 
alone with Bocchino in trouble. 

Before the senior captain could pull the trigger for 
what looked to be a sure score, he was pulled down 
from behind. The faithful were crying penalty shot. 
“No,” Cirelli said. “You have to be three strides ahead 
for that to happen." 

The coach would note that he did mention the 
penalty shot possibility to the officials. “It never hurts 
to try,” he smiled. 

Time was running out on the Terriers. They had a 
power play chance with 2:31 left but came up empty 
on another good penalty-killing performance, this time 
by DePalma, Trauschke, Gendron, and Peetros.

Behind its press, Agawam - starting Shea and 
freshman Lauren Peltier at point guard, junior Kristen 
Strole and sophomore Meghan Kelly at forward, and 
junior Vicky Taylor at center - jumped out to a 6-0 lead 
with 50 seconds off the clock. 

Holyoke made it close at 8-5 with 1:22 gone. 

The Brownies, led by Peltier and freshman forward 
Stacy Boisvert, were working hard on defense. They 
zoned up and dared the Knights to shoot over them. A 
couple of Holyoke free throws saw it 8-7 Agawam with 
3:05 gone. 

A Holyoke turnover off a tough Agawam man 
defense saw Shea (career high in points) bury a 
deuce, which was followed by two from another frosh 
(guard/forward Elise Davilli), and Agawam went up

On defense, Strole was making Holyoke work on 
the inside.

Thirty seconds later, a wild Holyoke shot saw Shea 


get the ball and go coast to coast for the deuce, get 
fouled, and hit that to give Agawam a 15-11 lead. 
Peltier then got a bunny and Davilli (on the posses¬ 
sion after that) popped for two, sending Agawam up, 
19-11 with 3:37 left. 

Holyoke got two on an effort off the offensive 
boards to trail 19-13. But the Brownies, not to be 
denied and facing a Knights' man-to-man defense, 
called on Shea for the jumper and Peltier for two more 
as time ran down, enabling the Brownies to take a 23- 
15 lead into the halftime lockerroom. 

Agawam started out the second half like it had a 
bus to catch. Shea hit one of two from the line. Strole 
yanked down an offensive rebound and put it back up 
for two. After a Holyoke hoop, Kelly went to the line 
and hit one of two. 

It was 27-21 when Shea, who was everywhere, 
grabbed an offensive rebound away and went coast to 
coast for the lay-up to give her club a 29-21 lead.
